A “COLLARED” COMMITTEE. 
The United States senate committee 
on interstate commerce seems to have 
resolved itself into a railroad lobby. 
If unofficial but seemingly reliable in­ 
formation be true, the committee has 
formulated a rep ort up on the Esch- 
Townsend rate bill which, in sum and 
substance, is a high-class brief for 
the railroads. 
The committee, says 
the St Josep h Press-News, has con­ 
cluded an “investigation” in which 
only the railroad officials were heard 
and only the railroad interests given 
consideration. 
This senate committee is comp osed 
of men naturally sup p osed to be ser­ 
vants of the p ublic and guardians of 
the p ublic interests, but an analysis 
of its p ersonnel seems to have shown 
that p ractically all of the senators 
who took p rominent p art in the so- 
called inq uiry wore the collars of the 
railroads. 
This “official” inq uiry, as rep orted 
by the careful p en of Gilson Gardner, 
in which only one side was p ermitted 
to be rep resented and even the care­ 
fully sifted testimony of this one side 
was strictly sterilized before going to 
record, constitutes one of the great­ 
est farces ever p erp etrated up on the 
p atient American p eop le. 
It is p ossible that the verdict of the 
committee is right. It is p ossible 
that the government could never just­ 
ly fix railroad rates. 
But no snap - 
shop judgment by railroad senators, 
based on railroad testimony alone, 
will ever satisfy the p ublic. If the 
senate tamely accep ts a rep ort made 
up in this manner it will be a disgrace 
to free government. It will oe a scan­ 
dal that must stink to the stars.

St. Joseph, Mo., May 10.—Gold bul­ 
lion valued at nearly |35,000, and be­ 
lieved to have been stolen, was found 
in the Francis street depot baggage 
room yesterday. 
The fact that the 
bullion was at the depot was made 
known to the police through the First 
National bank of Buchanan county. 
The gold, in two pieces resembling 
small grindstones, was shipped from 
Omaha Sunday as personal baggage. 
The men who had possession of the 
gold gave the names of William Dunn 
and William Drake. 
They suddenly 
disappeared. 
Although the gold is 
valued at more 
than 
134,700, 
the 
strangers attempted to sell it to John 
S. Bilby, of Quitman, for $20,000. 
The bank officials were surprised 
yesterday morning when John S. Bil­ 
by, a millionaire banker of Quitman, 
appeared and asked to have cashed a 
check on his own bank for $20,000. 
When questioned as to what he wish­ 
ed to use the money for, it is said he 
evaded a direct answer until be was 
told by the bank officials they would 
not cash his check for that amount 
without an explanation. 
It is said that Mr. Bilhy then stated 
that he had purchased more than $30,- 
000 of gold bullion. 
Fearing that a 
“gold brick" was being sold to the old 
financier of Quitman, the bank officials 
called up the chief of detectives, Mr. 
Fiilks, at 11 o’clock. 
Going to the bank Chief Fvilks was 
told a story of two men bringing the 
gold from Omaha and wishing to dis­ 
pose of it to Mr. Bilhy at a reduced 
price.

a t 
W ashingto n. 
W hile the 
w ay s and m eans co m m ittee o f the 
ho use was investigating this charge 
in 1874 and 1875. 
and the Pacific 
Mail directo rs w ere suing him fo r 
the reco very o f the mo ney in 1876, 
Mr. Sto ckwell was in Euro pe. T here, 
he w ent o n the turf in asso ciatio n w ith 
Lo rd Dupplin and speculated in the 
exchanges, w ith co nsiderable lo ss In 
bo th ventures. M eanwhile the charge 
o f w ro ngfully using the co m pany ’s 
m o ney 'was dispo sed o f. 
In 1877 he 
returned to this co untry , and In 1878, 
having enco untered furth er lo sses in 
speculatio n, he 
filed 
a petitio n in 
.bankruptcy , w ith liabilities o f $1.064.- 
1000, o f which $400,000 w as o wing to 
E uro pean 
credito rs, 
and assets o f 
$884,000, 
co nsisting 
principally 
o 
sto ck in sew ing m achine co m panies. 
Mr. Sto ckwell never gave up try ing 
to get square in the sto ck m arket, but 
his success was ind ifferen t 
He be- 
cam e a m em ber o f the Co nso l.dated 
exchange, but failed again in 190 
So o n th ereafter he vras able to m ake 
go o d, and be M'as a m em ber o f the 
lexcange at the tim e o f his death.

died in apartm ents at the Ho tel 
ving. w here he lived with an unmar- 
Hed daughter.

The secret o f Mr. Mudg e’s 
ex ceptio nal 
success 
lies in the two 
wo rds, “capacity ’* and “willing ness.” 
He had no do wry o f mo ney , influence 
o r educatio n. 
His father was a sec­ 
tio n fo reman and he earned his first 
mo ney carry ing water to the sectio n 
g ang . 
His educatio n was such as ir­ 
reg ular attendance in a district scho o l 
up to the ag e o f 16 y ears g ives. 
At 
17 he went o ut into the wo rld with 
no o ther aids than capacity and a wil­ 
ling hand, and o ppo rtunity unlo cked 
the g ate fo r him. That’s all. 
The chro no lo g ical 
o rder 
o f Mr. 
Mudg e’s ascendency o ver men and 
affairs has b een recently thrashed o ut 
in the mill o f current events. 
But 
there are salient features which read 
b etter fo r the retelling . He was b o m 
in Minden, in 185 6 . 
The first entry 
o n his timeb o o k was made in 1871, 
when he went o n the Santa Fe pay ­ 
ro ll as water b o y to his father’s sec­ 
tio n g ang at Larned. 
He g raduated 
fro m that jo b to a po sitio n as sectio n 
hand. 
Having hung aro und the sta­ 
tio n nig hts until he learned teleg ra­ 
phy , the Santa Fe, in the spring o f 
1872, sent him to the little statio n o f 
Peace, no w an unmarked and fo r­ 
g o tten spo t o n the rig ht o f way west 
o f Hutchinso n, to act as statio n ag ent 
and teleg raph o perato r. 
Mr. Mudg e’s 
administratio n o f affairs at Peace was 
o f sho rt duratio n. 
Three day s after 
he to o k charg e o f the o ffice the co m­ 
pany clo sed it and Mudg e was turned 
o ver to the ag ent at Hutchinso n as 
helper. 
Railro ading in the o ld day s wasn’t 
what it is no w'. In the west the sig n 
and insig nia o f the railro ad man was 
a stro ng and o do ro us b reath ram­ 
pant, b acked up b y 
a 
b ro wn jug 
co uchant. 
The ag ent at Hutchinso n 
b elo ng ed to the o rder. 
He was care­ 
less o f the co mpany rules and reg ula­ 
tio ns as reg ards the size o f a jag an 
emplo y e was permitted to carry and 
at the same time retain his place in 
the line at the pay master’s windo w*. 
Yo ung Mudg e was 
temperate. 
He * 
had no taste fo r the b ro wn jug fo rm 
o f co nviviality , and seeing he was a 
different so rt and likely to set a new* 
standard fo r the o ffice, the ag ent at 
Hutchinso n o ffered to trade him to 
E. R. Bartlett, ag ent at Carb o ndale. 
Bartlett swapped and Mudg e stay ed 
in Carb o ndale three y ears, influenced 
do ub tless b y the fact that it was in 
Carb o ndale that he met and fell in 
lo ve with the y o ung wo man who sub ­ 
sequently b ecame his wife. 
He left 
Carb o ndale in 1875 to b eco me a b ag ­ 
g ag eman o n the run into Denver. 
During the nex t tw*elve o r fo urteen 
y ears he was a b rakeman, a co nduc­ 
to r, a teleg raph o perato r, a dispatcher 
and a ro ad master. As late as 1882 he 
was running a co nstructio n train o ut 
o f Rato n and living in the w ay car 
with his family . It was no lo ng er ag o 
than 1889 that he jumped fro m ro ad- 
m aster to trainm aster at San Marcial. 
After that pro mo tio n came easier. He 
was assistant superintendent w’ithin 
a y ear and divisio n 
superintendent 
so o n afterward. 
In 189 3 they tucked 
the po sitio n o f g eneral superintend­ 
ent o f the western g rand divisio n in 
his Inside po cket. 
A y ear later he 
went to the eastern g rand divisio n in 
the same capacity and in 189 6 they 
pushed him into the g eneral superin- 
tendei 
He was appo inted g eneral 
manag er in January , 19 00. 
The men who w'o rked under him 
say no sub o rdinate eve 
o k a g riev­ 
ance to Mudg e whiQ’’ 
a no t receive 
respectful hearing . 
mattered no t 
what the po sitio n o f the sub o rdinate 
happened to b e. 
He was accessib le 
to the man who tamped ties at $1.10 
a day as he was to me man who came 
kidg lo ved 
to a desk in the g eneral 
o ffices. A wo o len shirt and a pair o f 
b ro g ans had the same rig ht o f way 
in his o ffice as an eng raved card. He 
did his wo rk apparently witho ut ef­ 
fo rt. 
In day s o f railro ad stress he 
came to the o ffice early and stay ed 
late. 
When 
thing s 
were 
running 
smo o thTy he to o k his o wn time ab o ut 
g etting do wn in 
the 
mo rning and 
went away when the mo o d seized him. 
He ta d few diversio ns. On fine even­ 
ing s, after the respo nsib ilities o f the 
day had slipped fro m his sho ulders, 
b e went ho rseb ack riding . 
Once a 
y ear he was hid away fo r a mo nth in 
the Glo rletta mo untains and hunted 
and fished to his h ur t's co ntent—par- 
tlcularly fished. 
He is a crack ro d 
and when he went to the mo untains 
b e cut himself o ff ab so lutely fro m the 
g eneral o ffices, plung ing into the wild­ 
erness fifty miles fro m a teleg raph 
statio n and a po sto ffice. 
Only his 
chief clerk knew where to find him 
then and he never b o thered ab o ut it. 
When, in the ho urs o f his leisure, Mr. 
Mudg e was no t riding ho rseb ack o r 
b uried in the Glo rletta mo untains, he 
was at ho me sprinkling the lawn o r 
lo o king at the thermo meter. He rare­ 
ly saw Kansas 
avenue b y electric 
lig ht and the pitch g ames at the club s 
were never a mag net sufficient to draw 
him do wn to wn in the evening . 
Railroad men say Mudge*s strength 
lay in his ex act knowledge of the de­ 
tails o f railroading.

Probably the on ly place In the world 
where w'omen earn higher wages than 
men is Troy, N. Y. 
The chief in ­ 
dustries there con sist of the mak in g 
of collars an d cuffs an d the laun derin g 
of half a state's lin en . In the factories 
an d laun dries are employed somethin g 
lik e 10,000 girls, who earn from $15 
to $25 per week , accordin g to their 
in dustry an d 
position s, 
while the 
heads of certain departmen ts are paid 
as much a $5 a day. 
Men are em­ 
ployed 
both 
iff collar mak in g 
an d 
laun derin g, but as they on ly atten d to 
the rough w'ork , such as run n in g the 
machin ery, stok in g, atten din g to the 
en gin es, etc., 
they 
receive wages 
which do n ot average more than $10 
to $12 a week all the year roun d. 
A short time ago the head woman of 
certain factories an d laun dries in Troy 
arran ged a mammoth en tertain men t 
an d dan ce, which was un ique in its 
way. It took place In the biggest hall 
in Troy an d was atten ded by about 
4,000 girls an d some 5 00 men . Each 
girl con tributed $1 towards the en ter­ 
tain men t w’hich en titled her to brin g 
a gen tleman frien d if she chose. On ly 
on e girl in eight, however, was able 
to secure an escort, an d It is declared 
by those who ought to k n ow that some 
men received as man y as thirty or for­ 
ty In vitation s. 
It n ot in frequen tly happen s that a 
weddin g tak es place 
in Troy, an d 
then , when the bride comes from on e 
of the factories or laun dries, there 
is a big turn out, ‘for these marriages 
gen erally tak e place on Sun day. As 
a body, however, the femin in e Tro­ 
jan s do n ot favor matrimon y, probably 
from the fact that they fin d it hard to 
divest themselves of an un comforta­ 
ble n otion that some of the men have 
artful schemes on han d for gettin g 
possesion of the '‘higher wage. 
Weddin gs have tak en place in Troy 
at which over 100 bridesmaids have 
been presen t, while thirty or forty is 
a very ordin ary n umber. Fortun ately 
for the groom's pock etbook , gifts to 
the bridesmaids are n ot customary, 
while, on the other han d, it is very 
un usual for a girl to accept an in vi­ 
tation to atten d the ceremon y without 
providin g some little presen t. 
In order to assist the youn g couple 
in the early days of their housek eep­ 
in g a “k itchen party” is often ar­ 
ran ged, some time previous to the 
weddin g, when all thase In vited are 
expected to brin g some gift of a cul­ 
in ary n ature. Much amusemen t Is oc­ 
casion ed at these 
parties as each 
guest arrives on e brin gin g a rollin g 
pin , an other a set of sauce pan s, a 
third a n utmeg grater, a fourth a k et­ 
tle, an d so on right through the whole 
gamut of k itchen n ecessaries un til 
there is n othin g left for the youn g 
couple to provide. 
It is computed that the laimdry an d 
factory girls of Troy are paid close 
on $200,000 a week , or $ 10,000.000 a 
year, an d so it Is n ot « irprisln g to 
learn that man y of them who are of 
a savin g n ature have comfortable little 
fortun es to their credit in the various 
dime ban k s an d 
other in stitution s. 
They are, however, well look ed after 
by their employers, live In comforta­ 
ble quarters, have their own clubs an d 
societies, work 
regular 
hours, an d 
lead healthy an d pleasan t lives. Al­ 
together there Is little doubt that 
Troy possesses the best paid an d most 
con ten ted factory girls in the world.
